BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF

SECTION 1. That the Thoroughfare Plan of the City 
Comprehensive ("Master") Plan, as set forth in General Ordin¬ 
ance No. G-97 adopted November 26, 1963, as amended, is amended 
by vacating:
